He joined up with the Re­ 
publicans. And now he is back at Chicago in­ 
viting Hum phrey and hi* crows to practice a 
courtesy of m inority right* which is a* alien 
to their thinking as prudence with other peo­ 
ple’s money.

Who Want* A Strike? 
The right to strike, which is nearly absolute 
as law can m ake it, Is still limited by free 
opinion. 
The reason why union organizers are deter­ 
mined to repeal the T aft-Hartley act if they 
can is because it provides for a final expression 
of free opinion before any strike enjoined under 
the national em ergency provision of the act can 
be called. 
This does not m ake a *tnke impossible. But 
it does m ake any strike which would create a 
national em ergency impossible without proof by 
a secret vote that a m ajority of those would 
be involved in 
it want 
to 
reject the 
best 
term s offered and go on strike instead. 
Whether or not union chieftains like this pro­ 
vision, it shows the direction in which Con­ 
gress was thinking in 1947, when the law was 
enacted. 
In 1952 there is stronger reason to think in 
that direction. Many unionists and all non-union­ 
ists are painfully aw are of the strategy strike 
—the work stoppage brought about to accom ­ 
plish high-level purposes in which rank-and- 
file workers have no direct interest. 
The steel strike has shown them how upward 
of a million workers in related industries can 
be injured economically without being involved 
directly in the strike itself; how a nation can 
be injured by a strike which could not m uster 
a majority in a secret election; how power 
can be used to do more harm to steel unionists, 
their country and their fellow workers in re­ 
lated industries than it can do to steel m an­ 
agement. 
The idea of collective action in industrial 
disputes without collective control is repugnant 
to Americans. Their country is being slowed 
down and bled white by an unpopular strike 
which could not have happened without the 
connivance of a politician subservient to union 
executives and could not have been sustained 
if the steelworkers had been given the Ameri­ 
can right of referendum on the issue.

NEW YORK if)—Uncle Sam is 
spending twice as much as he is 
taking in these days. In the first 
two weeks of this month the Trea­ 
sury ran behind by two billion 
dollars. 
The financial district thinks the 
Treasury will soon be borrowing 
four billion dollars from corpora­ 
tions as a sort of advance payment 
of next March’s income taxes. 
Under the impact of defense and 
other spending the federal debt has 
hit 263 billion dollars eight billion 
higher than a year ago. And the 
government has borrowed six bil­ 
lion dollars in ‘new money’’ since 
April. 
July is always a bad month for 
the Treasury, of course. Tax col­ 
lections are slow, while govern­ 
ment agencies start to spend funds 
appropriated for the new fiscal 
year. 
But this July's two billion dollar 
deficit in two weeks compares with 
a one billion deficit a year ago, 
when the Korean war was only a 
year old. This double-time into debt 
shows how defense spending is now 
really hitting its stride. 
The Treasury hopes its more 
liberally termed savings bonds will 
coax money from the public, which 
was cashing in more of the old 


style savings bonds than it was 
buying. 
I The Treasury may next turn to 
tax anticipatory bonds, a form it 
has used before. These are sold to 
corporations, who have to save 
money for months to meet their 
tax bills. By buying the bonds, they 
get some interest on the cash 
they’re laying aside. And then in 
March they turn the bonds into 
the Treasury for the taxes due at 
that time.

CHICAGO JB—Convention k e y ­ 
noter Paul A. Dever rallied Demo­ 
crats last night to what he pre­ 
dicted would be their sixth straight 
election victory' over Republican 
“malice” and “fossils.**

CHICAGO UP—“You never had it 
so good." 
That’s the battle hymn the Dem­ 
ocratic party will sing to the voters 
in the political wars between now 
and November. 
That was made clear Monday 
night by the keynote speech Gov. 
Paul A. Dever made to the Dem­ 
ocratic convention. 
Since a keynote speech is sup­ 
posed to set the tone and mood 
of the party’s campaign, Dever 
spent a lot of time comparing the 
present with the past, to the credit 
of the Democrats. 
He cited 
employment 
figures, 
corporate profits earnings in gen­ 
eral and social benefits now, com­ 
pared with the last years of the 
regime of the COP, which has been 
on the outside looking in since 1932. 
But, like a man patting himself 
on the back with one hand while 
waving away unpleasantness with 
the other, Dever had to do a 
double-take. 
While praising the Democrats, 
he had to defend them, too. 
In case anyone wondered what 
effect Republican attacks on the 
Democrats 
have 
had. 
Dever 
showed it had made them self­ 
conscious, at least. 
But hours before Dever took the 
platform. Sen. Paul Douglas of Ill­ 
inois addressed the convention. 
Douglas* speech was a defense 
and explanation of the Truman 
administration’s policy in Korea. 
That too was an attempt to reply 
to Republican criticism of the ad­ 
ministration, particularly the barbs 
tossed during the Republican con­ 
vention.

3 rapt sifted enriched flour 
1 cup enriched corn meal 
3 t baking powder 
2 t salt 
3« cup shortening 
One and one-third cups milk 
'« cup butter or margarine 
One-third cup flour 
m I prepared mustard 
14 cops cooked string beans, cut 
2 cups diced cooked ham 
Sift together flour, corn meal, 
baking powder and salt. Cut in 
shortening until mixture resem­ 
bles c o a r s e crumbs.
